P. 2, par 2: It is simply beyond belief that anyone in the US Moscow Embassy 
examined either a defector or that rarity, the wife he was getting out of the 
USSR, without recollection of it. It is even less likely that ^avison gave his 
mother’s address to those he did not recall, especially an elderly, v/idowed 
mother. Security- conscious as everyone in the US government was in those dsys, 
the last thing anyone in the USEmb ^aecow would be expects to do is fraternize 
with a genuine defector. His doing this marks him the biggest fool in the military 
or a :i^n who knew what was not public. How could he expect a man so destitute 
the government was advancing the cost of his travel home, a man entirely 
without skill or trade, to be in Atlanta? It was not on any path to Texas, 
therefore, unless a fool, he must hove had reason to expect Oswald might, on some 
occasion, be in the area, or this is a misrepresentation of what he said. 

Nowhere in thi9 report is ^svi son’s address give, nor is the place of interview 
or manner (could it have been by phone, for example, as in other cases, where the 
realities had to be avoided, it was done? ) .

It is also possible to speculate that this address has some significance that 
got Inst in the FBI shuffling. Locking for Davison at 431 Riverside is something 
like the non-reason for speaking to Guy Banister, 531 Lafayette, about the people 
with whom he presumeably had no connection at what is presented as e different 
address, 544 Camp Dt.
